Union Traction Sets Forth 


Basis for Negotiations with . 
City of Chicago, but Omits 
Cash Terms. 


MAY BUY AFTER DECADE. 


Corporation Willing for Munici- 
pal Ownership Upon Payment 
for “99 Year” and 
Other Rights. 


The right to run for ten years, with an op- 
tion to the city to purchase after that time, 
and in case it does not then purchase, an in- 
determinate license for the reset of the twen- 
ty years, with the right to the city to pur- 
chase at any time. In case of purchase the 
city is to pay not only for the tangible prop- 
erty, but for all franchise rights, including 
the “ninety-nine year” ones, that the com- 
pany may have at the time. : 

This is an abstract of the suggestions 
made to the couricil committee yesterday 
afternoon by John 8. Miller, representing 
the receivers of the Union Traction and its 
underlying companies, regarding genera] 
terms on which he thought negotiations be- 
tween the city and the companies could be 
carried on. 

Demand Pay for “99 Year’ Claims, 

Mr. Miller made it plain that the companies 
would not waive their “ ninety-nine year " 
claims without compensation, declaring these 
are the main security for the $30,000,000 in 


- outstanding bonds. What these claims would 


be worth, however, he said depended large- 
ly on what the existing and expected litiga- 
tion should decide as to their validity and 
scope. 

At the end of the meeting it was agreed Mr. 
Miller should secure more accurate informa- 
tion as to several matters, including the 
position of the companies as to the lowering 
of the tunnels and whether they would ac- 
cept Mueller law certificates in return for the 
properties, Then the matter will be taken 
up again in ten days.

Compensation “Only a Detail.” 


» In presenting his statement to thé com- 


mittee Mr. Miller said it purposely had been 
made general. The details could be gone 
into afterwards if it wae determined worth 
while. So when Ald. Bennett asked him, 
“ What about eompensation to the city?’ he 
answered, “ That is a detail.”” ‘* A most im- 
portant one,’’ remarked Mr. Bennett. 

When the question was asked, **‘ How-about 


| lowering the tunnels?” Mr. Miller said the 


companies had not yet acknowledged the 
right of the United States government to 
order their removal, but he did not believe 
there would be trouble if other means of get- 
ting across the river were provided during 
their disuse. 

When Mr. Miller said that in a renewal 
of franchises one for the Chicago Passenger 
road should be included, Mayor Harriso 
asked: . 

“Why not take a new franchise for this 
company as compensation for the “ ninety- 
nine year claims?’”’ 

“T am afraid that is beyond my jurisdic- 
tion,”’ replied Mr. Miller, smiling. “As we 
look at it these claims can be waived only 
by consent of the stockholders.” 


Mueller Certificates Trouble. 

“Would you accept Mueller law cer- 
tificates as compensation for the proper- 
ties so that municipal ownership could be 
had at once?’ asked Ald. Bennett. 

“I could not answer that,’’ replied Mr. 
Miller, Then, turning to Corporation Coun- 
sel Tolman, he said: 


“Your theory of being abig to purchase | 


is through these certificates, is it not?’ 

Mayor Harrison suggested that the value 
of the properties to be acquired, including 
the franchises, might be ascertained by con- 
demnation proceedings. 

“I believe the companies would be averse 
to this if the case were to be tried by a 
local jury,’’ returned Mr. Miller. “ As to 
the ‘ninety-nine year rights,’ if the courts 
decide none exist there will be none to pay 
for. All existing franchises of other kinds 
which expire before the ten years are up 
would be equally without value.” 


Asks Decade “to Improve Service.” 
The reason why the companies asked for 


ten years of operation before selling, he said, 


was: 

‘“‘In order to insure the ability to raise the 
money which will be needed to improve the 
service in the manner that the city will de- 
mand. This will take several millions of 
dollars.” 

“Could not that be avoided if the city 
agreed to take over the properties subject to 
such incumbrances as might be put on“for 
this purpose?’ asked the mayor. 

** Perhaps so,” said Mr. Miller. “‘I am not 
financier enough to answer. AsI understand 
it, the ten years are asked for in which to 
acquire a sinking fund.” 


Basis Set by Companies. 
The basis of negotiations suggested by Mr. | 
Miller in his formal statement is: 


That the negotiations between ds take the direc- 
tion of finding some basis or plan of settlement 
by which the city of Chicago might acquire the 
contract right to purchase and take over the sys- 
tems of street railroads belonging to the Chicago 
Union Traction company and its underlying com- 
panies and receivers, and their equipments and 
properties, tangible and intangible, including all 
existing franchise or ordinance rights, for and 
upon fhe payment by the city of Chicago of just 
compensation therefor. 

The suggestion intended contemplates that such 
right to purchase might be exercised at any time 
when the city should elect, after some specified 
reasonable time (say ten years), and during any 
time thereafter until the city should so elect, or 
until the cfty should so elect within a specified 
time (say twenty years), and that the fair cash 
value to constitute the purchase price of such 
properties entire, including the railroads,. equip- 
ments, and existing franchise or ordinance rights, 
should be ascertained in such manner as may tn 
such settlement be agreed upon by the parties and 
be embodied in the ordinance and contracts. 

The suggestion also contemplates that in the 
meantime, and until such purchase by the city 
shall be made (or its right to make such purchase 
should expire, if limited in time), the companies 
should continue the maintenance and operation of 
their roads, wnder such exiating rights so far as 
they In fact exist and apply; and so far as they 
ao not exist or apply, and. so far as any may ex- 
pire In the meantime, such continued mainte-

Thinks Nothing in Public or Pri- 
vate Life More Contemptible. 


ADVICE. ‘TO GROTON BOYS. 


Twentieth Anniversary of Bay State 
School Is Made Eventful. 


Groton, Mass., May 24.—[Special.]—"*There 
are in our civic and social life worse crea- 
tures than snobs, but no creature is more 
contemptible,” said President Roosevelt to- 
day in addressing the boys, of the Groton 
school. He urged his young hvarers to be 
etrong, decent, and resourceful, and said 
boys and men possessing such qualities 
would not be snobs. 

The occasion of the president’s visit was 
the completion of the twentieth school year, 
and he began his address by telling the boys 
that he wanted a “homely heart to heart 
talk with them.” He said if a boy had not 
pluck, common sense, and decency he was 
of a pretty bad sort, and a man without those 
qualiuies was even worse. He said parents 
had a right to expect much of their boys, 
and that the lads must conduct themselves 
so as to make their actions count for good 
both at school and at college and in after life. 


Hope in Echool Democracy. 

The president referred to the advantages of 
training in public schools, which training 
he believed to be most beneficial because of 
the democracy of these institutions. 

“It is necessary,’’ he continued, for boys 
in school] and in college and for men in civic 
or social life to demonstrate that they have 
power to accomplish things and be able to do 
their part in life. The boy or the man must 
be able to accomplish something for decency, 
or he must step aside for those who can do 
s0.”’ 

The president alluded to the athletics of 
modern school life, saying that he believed 
in athletics and sports and in the spirit back 
of them. He said if a boy were what he 
termed a “ Mollycoddle,”” manly boys and 
men would have little use for him, and that 
if he did not possess the spirit, the pluck, and 
the energy necessary to make him successful 
fh athletics he probably would amount to lit- 
tle in after life. ‘ 


President Presents Prizes. 

At the conclusion of the president's ad- 
dress, Dr. Peabody announced that the pres- 
ident would present the prizes. The boys 
who had won honors during the year were 
called to the platform, and President Roose- 
velt shook hands with each one and passed 
him the prize.

Cheers for Roosevelt. 

The presidential party arrived in the car 
Mayflower at 9 a. m. and with the president 
were Miss Carew, Secretary Loeb, EB.

The body of William G. Prall, secretary of 
the Elgin National Watch company, who dis- 
appeared on Nov. 28, 1903, was found last 
night floating in the Calumet river at South 
Chicago. It was identified by the number on 
a key chain issued by a Chicago detective 
agency. There were no marks of violence 
on the body so far as could be told by a hur- 
ried examination, and the theory of the po- 
lice is that Prall committed suicide while 
temporarily demented. He was thought to 
have nearly $100 in his pockets when he dis- 
appeared. No money was found on his body, 
however. 

The body was seen floating a short dis- 
tance within the mouth of the harbor at 
Ninety-first street at 6:30 o'clock by Paul 
Todd, a member of the South Chicago life 
saving crew. Apparently, it had drifted 
in from the lake before a strong east wind. 
It was removed by the police to an undertak- 
ing office, and W. R. Stott, a stepson of Mr. 
-Prall, was summoned from the family resi- 
dence in Oak Park. 


Son-in-Law Identifies Body. 


“ That is undoubtedly my stepfather,” was 
Stott’s decision. 

Stott declined to venture an opinion as to 
the manner of Mr. Prall’s death, and other 
members of the family in Oak Park were 
equally reticent. Prall’s widow, whom -he 
married only a month before his disappear- 
ance, left for Buffalo three days ago. She 
will be summoned home by telegraph. 

‘‘ Mr. Prall had no family troubles, and was 
thought to be free from business cares,”’ she 
stated, during a search made for her husband 
by the police. “lam convinced that he deft 
while temporarily deranged. The theory 
that he abandoned his family purposely is 
impossible. 

Leaves Office; Then Disappears. 

Prall, who was 58 years old, was last seen 
leaving the office of the watch company it 
131. Wabash avenue at 10:30 o’clock on the 
morning of his disappearance. He did not 
close the desk at which he had been work- 
ing for several hours, and left his overcoat 
lying on it. Papers of the company intrusted 
to his care were found later in perfect order. 

The theory of the police was that Prail 
had left the city, but it is now believed that 
he committed suicide by drowning in Lake 
Michigan, walking to his death directly 
from his office. 


Accounts Are Found Correct.

Demands Alréady Are Granted. 
In their controversy with the Metal Tradcsa 
association the machinists have presented 
three separate demands, as follows: 


The renewal of the old agreement as to wages 
and hours. 

An increase for the two chief classes of work 
from 30 and 35 cents an hour to 331-3 and 37% 
cents, with shorter workday. 

An increase for the two classes to 32 and 37 
cents an hour, with shorter workday. 

The agreement now demanded of the man- 
ufacturers is based on the last proposition, 
aithough they are given to understand that 
@ settiement can be made on the first. The 
odd thing about the struggie is that every; 
shop in the association is now giving the pre- 
cise conditions and wages for which the 
union men really are striking. The demands 
for higher wages and fewer hours were 
waived by the union representatives in the 
conferences with the manufacturers. 

The Metal Trades association has asked 
one change from the last year’s agreement— 
the insertion of a sentence defining ma- 
chinists’ work. The definition excludes cer- 
tain rough work from the jurisdiction of the 
union. This is the basis of the controversy, 
as the machinists declare the move is intend- 
ed to be an entering wedge for the purpose 
of reducing wages. | 

In the Chicago district the machinists’ 
union claims 9,000 members, of whom proba- 
bly two-thirds are now employed. Their 
idleness would throw out of work twice their. 
number of other men.

GHN. BELL SCENTS DANGER 


COMMANDS COLORADO GUARD TO 
_ KEEP MEMORIAL DAY. 


They Must Abstain from Indulging In 
! or Witnessing Games, and Thus Set 
an Example of Veneration for the 
American Soldier—Prophecy That 
All Good Citizens Will Be Under 
Arms at No Distant Day to Preserve 
Their Liberty. 


Denver, Colo., May 24.—{Special.]—Adjt. 
Gen. Bell has issued orders for the state 
guard for memorial day, which he intends 
shall be generally observed by them. Mem- 
bers of the guard are directed by.Gen. Bell to 
pay tribute to soldiers of the civil and Span- 
ish wars, and those on-duty in field are or- 
dered to observe the day with due respect and 
appropriate ceremonies. | 

Abuse of the day by participation in games 
is expressly forbidden. In a general order 
the adjutant general says, among other 
things: 

* The day will come, and may come quickly, 
too, when the survivors of the civil war of 
both armies will be called, and perhaps bad- 
ly needed, together with every good, loyal, 
and patriotic citizen, for the protection and 
defense of the flag, together with the dignity 
and respectability of this state, the honesty 
and security of the ballot, the right of every 
citizen to cast his or her ballot once and once 
only, both unmolested and unprevented, to 
the end that the laws are rigidly enforced 
and observed without fear or favor. Re- 
bellion, insurrection, anarchy, socialism, 
threats, intimidations, assassinations, 
strikes, and bribery are not to wreck and 
ruin this prosperous country of ours through 
a class of un-American outlaws, including 
professional politicians and agitators.’’ 

The order then refers to those who never 
allow their morals or Christianity, professed 
or real, to interfere with their political am- 
bitions, and “ their financial greediness for 
polluted or tainted wealth.”” He goes on to 
say that every one, whether rich or poor, 
shall be made to respect the uniform of the 
United States and the American soldier. 

*“ Every officer and enlisted man of the na- 
tional guard,”’ the order concludes, “ will re- 
frain from participating in or attending any 
ball game, Rorse race, bicycle races, automo- 
bile races, picnics, or other games or sports 
of any kind on memorial day, that as an ex- 
ample to the present and future generations 
memorial day in Colorado will not be dis- 
graced and dishonored.”’

BIG FREIGHT STRIKE ON. 


TRAFFIC ON NEW HAVEN. ROAD 
COMPLETELY STOPPED. 


Over 1,000 Handlers Go Out and Thou- 
sands of Dollars’ Worth of Goods 
Tied Up—Lime from New York to 

' Boston Both by Rail and Water Is 


Affected—President Curran Busy 
Calling Men Away from Their 
Places. 


New York, May 24.—[Special.]—After vain 
efforts to understand each other, both the 
employers and workingmen involved in the 
strike on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad threw down their gaunt- 
lets today, declaring the war between them 
will be 4 fight to the finish. | 

When it became known before night that 
every union freight handler on the railroads 
and on the land and water lines between here 
and Boston had been called out and that near- 
ly 1,000 firemen and oilers had left their 
places around New York, it was agreed on ali 
sides that the most costly strike this city 
has seen for many years is under way. 


Costly Blow to Railways. 7 
The New Haven railroad officials, while in- 
sisting they would win by engaging as many 
nonunion substitutes as they wanted, ad- 
mitted the trouble already had cost thou- 
sands of dollars. Owing to the firemén’s 
strike nog a car of freight was moved by 
the water route from Jersey City to Mott 
Haven all day nor during the last half day 
previous. The number of cars that should 
have been moved today is 2,200 It is esti- 
mated tonight that about 4,000 cars, many 
of them containing perishable freight, are 
stalled on the Pennsylvania railroad’s lines 
either in the Jersey City yards or along 
the. line to Philadelphia. 


Handlers Are Called Out. 


Telegrams calling out all the freight han- 
dlers on the system were sent out from New 
York by Lawrence J. Curran, president of 
the handlers’ organization, at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. At the same time it was an-. 
nounced that sympathetic strikes of handlers 
likely will be called tomorrow against the 
Pennsylvania railroad, all coastwise steam- 
ship lines, and possibly against the trans- 
atlantic steamship companies, the demands 
in all cases asking for an increase in wages.* 


' Million Dollar Flyer Stalled. 

The Adams Express train called ‘‘ The Mil- 
lion Dollar Flyer,” loaded with eastern pack- 
ages, which should have left Jersey City at 
11:25 o’clock tonight, is stalled there. 

The New Haven road chartered the inde- 
pendent tug Konine to tow cars to Mott 
Haven ona float. The Konine steamed along- 
side the float, when a committee waited upon 
its crew. The firemen immediately struck, 
the engineer refused to fire the boat, and so 
the train waited. So did the float and the 
tug. The New Haven officials, when ap- 
prised of the situation, telephoned an appeal 
to the Pennsylvania system to send one of 
their big tugs around with the float. The dis- 
patcher at Jersey City replied that there were 
rumors their own men were going to strike 
and that to issue such an order only would 
precipitate it. The Pennsylvania officials 
linally told the New Haven men biuntly that 
there was nothing they could do to help them. 

Just after Curran, who had been addressing 
a meeting of strikers at Hudson hall, in 
Spring street, announced he had declared 
** war to the finish ’’ Mr. Haffernan, agent of 
the Atlantic Coast Marine firemen, appeared 
at the hall and said he had ordered out all 
firemen and oilers on the New Haven boats in 
New York waters. 


Truck Drivers Refuse to Join.

75,000 WORKERS 
BE IDLE. 
Railroads in All Parts of Coun- 


try Continue to Reduce 
Force of Employes. 


CHICAGO LINES ACT ALSO. 


Market and Plan Is Only 
Alternative. 


The reduction of the working forces of 
railroads in this country is more extensive 
and radical than was thought a month ago 
would be necessary. Present indications are 
that not less than 75,000 employés will be 
dropped from railroad pay rolls. 

A large proportion. of these employés are 
losing their jobs under orders from com- 
pany headquarters to dismiss from freight 
departments every person not absolutely 
needed. Train hands, station men, and 
clerks have been receiving notices to quit 
since April 15, and by June 10 it is expected 
that the weeding out process will have been 
completed. With the exception of the panic 
period beginning in 1893 this is the largest 
reduction of railroad working forces known 
at any one time. 

The main cause of this sweeping wave of » 
railroad economy is the rapid falling off in 
freight shipments within the last six weeks. 


Freight traffic managers both east and west | 


report that the outlook is not bright for the 
summer. 
Pennsylvania Drops 13,000. 

The Pennsylvania railroad began reducing 
iis force between Chicago and Pittsburg 
about the middle of April, but has been im- 
pelled to extend its lines of economy in con- 
sequence of the steady decrease in earnings 
from freight traffic. Starting with the inten- 
tion of laying off 5,000 employés, the Pennsy!- 
vania management has gradually extended 
the weeding process until more than 13,000 
“blue envelopes ” have been sent out by this 
company alone. 

The Vanderbilt lines, including the Boston 
and Albany, will striké at least 12,000 from 
the pay rolls, and railroads running out of 
Chicago already have made provision to dis- 
charge about 20,000 employés. The Burling- 
ton alone cuts about 6,000 names off the pay 
rolls, the most recent reductions taking effect 
on June 10.

During the last year railroad employés in 
the United States numbered about 1,150,000. 
The present reduction in forces, therefore, 
amounts to about 7 per cent of the whole 
number. Experienced railroad men say that 
under ordinary circumstances about 2 per 
cent of the employés are laid off during the 
summer months. The present depressed 
conditions appear to be felt more severely 
by eastern than by extreme western roads. 
The Altoona shops of the Pennsylvania 
yesterday laid off 600 more men. This makes 
11,000 laid off by that road in the last three 
months. The Reading will cut down its 
force of brakemen one-third. 


J. J. Hill Says Find Market. 


New Yotk, May 24.—[Special.]—Pailure to 
find a market for the products of the United 
States is assigned by James J. Hill as the 
fundamental reason of the present business 
contraction, which has been felt recently in 
railroad earnings, anti which will result in 
the discharge approximately of 75,000 rail- 
road employés.

Hill, “ is merely an outward sign of the con- | 


dition which has been gradually more ap- 
parent the last year and which I pointed out 
eighteen months ago. 

‘*Gerieral business is contracting. It was 
first apparent and is now most evident in 
manufacturing enterprises. Railroads are 
public carriers, and if the public has noth- 
ing to carry the railroads can do no business. 
As traffic decreases the railroads’ gross earn- 
ings must shrink unless rates aré raised. In 
the present instance traffic decreased but 
rates remained stationary. The necessary 
corrollary of such a proposition is a reduc- 
tion of the working forces. The railroads 
are dropping men simply because there is 
not work enough for all. 

“We manufacture, we grow, and we mine 
more than we can consume in the United 
States. A market must be found, and that 
market must be abroad. In the meantime 
the high level for everything has been 
reached and the fofteign markets have been 
lost. To regain the market for our products 
prices must come down.”

AGED MURDER DEFENDANT 
TELLS HIS STORY TO JURY. 


Robert Bremner Explains His Troubles 
with Attorney Louis Mitchell, Whom 
He Killed.

Gen. Kuroki Reports Brisk En- 
gagements Near Toutao-:

RUSSIAN LOSSES HEAVY. 


Gen. Kouropatkin Tells of Move~ 
ment on Haicheng Road 
Checked by His Men. . 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
TOKIO, May 24.—Gen. Kuroki reports that 
a section of Japanese infantry encountered 
and defeated 200 Cossacks at Toutaokou, 
eight miles northeast of Kuangtien. + The 
Cossacks fled to Aiyuangpienmen, leaving 
twenty dead. The Japanese sustained no 
losses. 
Cossacks Almost Wiped Ou 


chiatun, near Takushan, May 20, indicate 
that the squadron of Cossacks was almost 
annihilated by the Japanese infantry, which 
‘sutrounded and completely routed the 
enemy. All the Russian officers were killed, 
wounded, or captured. Natives report that 
some of the Cossacks escaped on foot, aban- 
doning their equipment. Many killed and 
wounded were found on the battlefield. 

Six hundred and eighty Cossacks passed 
through Kilju on the 20th and divided, a part 
going toward Seenchin and a part toward 
Kapsan. —

Guess at Japanese Plans. 

The prevailing opinion at the headquarters 

of the general staff is that the withdrawal 
of the Japanese upon Fengwangcheng 
means that the enemy has decided to devote 
himself primarily to operations against Port 
Arthur and that the present object of Gen. 
Kuroki, with the first army, supported by 
Gen. Nadya, with the third army now land- 
ing at Takushan, is to watch Gen. Kouro- 
patkin and prevent a move southward, which 
would take Gen. Oku and the second army, 
on the Liaotung peninsula, in the rear. 
.A direct attack upon Gen. Kouropatkin’s 
main force apparently is not considered to 
be impending. Nothing more than outpost 
affairs are anticipated, although some of 
these may be sanguinary. 

If the two asmies of the Russian com- 
mander in chief are, trying to work a force 
around in the rear of Gen. Kuroki or are

Will Not Fight at Newchwang. 

The Russians will continue to hold New- 
chwang, Kaichou, and Tashichou until a 
modve in force is made towards Haicheng 
with the object of cutting off the retirement 
of the force at Kaichou, which is sufficient 
to stand off an ordinary force of the enemy 
and discourage the landing of troops there 
or at Hiungyochen. The Japanese are not 
in‘ ferce north of Wafandiah. 

Apparently there is good warrant for the’ 
belief that Gen. Kouropatkin has a strong 
line extending south from Liaoyang and west 
of Haicheng, protecting an advance upon 
Kaichou and Newchwang. 

Big Loss Reported in New Spot. 

Authorities of the Red Cross society here 
received the startling rumor from Mukden 
that the Japanese advance guard met the 
Russians at’ Fengwangcheng on the Liao- 
yang road and were:defeated with a loss of 
15,000 men, the Russians losing 3,000. 


Foreign Office Hears Rumor. 

It is true that the foreign office has re- 
ceived a telegram from the Russian consul 
at Chefoo reporting that the Japanese had 
made a land attack on Port Arthur and had 
lost 15,000 men killed and wounded, and that 
the Russians had lost 3,000, but as nothing 
confirmatory has been received from any 
other source the report is not given credence. 


French Versions of Big Losses. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May 24.—The Journal’s St. Peters- 
burg correspondent telegraphs of the rumor 
there that the Japanese made an attack 
on Port Arthur and were repulsed, returned 
to the attack with no greater success, and 
failed In a third assault also. According te 
one account they lost 14,000 and according 
to another 3,000. The general staff de- 
clares it knows nothing of such an engage- 
ment. 

The Eclair says it is rumored a great bat- 
tle has been fought near Kinchou in which 
the Japanese are said to have lost 9,000 men 
and the Russians 3,000. 


Says Skrydloff Was Snubbed. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Echo de Paris says that on Admiral Skryd- 
loff’s arrival at Viceroy Alexieff’s headquar- 
ters in Harbin the viceroy refused to receive 
him. It also is said that Alexieff prevented 
him entering Port Arthur in asecret manner 
he devised—viz.: by approaching the harbor 


in a Chinese fishing vessel and disembark- [ 


ing at a point on the neighboring coast. 


STILL HOPE TO SAVE BOGATYR. 


Russian Admiralty Insists That Vessel 
. Js Far from Being Total Wreck, 
as Reported. } 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 24.—Additional 
details of the disaster to the protected cruiser 
Bogatyr confirm the previous reports to the 
effect that it went ashore in a fog at the en- 
trance of the gulf of Amur, opposite Vliad- 
ivostok. The guns were taken off and some 
of them were mounted ashore, to protect the 
vessel during the salvage operations. Al- 
though the statement was positively made 
yesterday that it had already been blown 
up, the admiralty insists that it is not true, 
and that efforts are still progressing to save 
the ship, Vice Admiral Skrydloff having tel- 
egraphed to the emperor that he thought he 
could do so. 


VLADIVOSTOK TO BE NEW BASE. 


Skrydloff Said to Be at Work on Com- 
prehensive Scheme of Reor- —

LONDON, May 25, 3 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Express, refer- 
ring to Admiral Skrydloff’s arrival at Viad- 
ivostok, claims to be able to state that Rus- 
sia has completed a new scheme of naval 
operations in the Pacific, using Vladivostok 
for a base. Admiral Skrydloff, according to 
the correspondent, has been charged with 
the task of reorganizing.the whole garrison 
of 10,000 men.

Kouropatkin Tells of Skirmish. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 24.—The follow- 
ing dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin to the 
emperor, dated May 23, was received today: 

“ Our cavalry outposts on May 22 and May 
23 observed a movement of a portion of the 
Japanese forces westwardly along the Hai- 
cheng road, near the village of Daliandia- 
putse, six miles from Fengwangcheng. 

“On May 21 a Japanese detachment, con- 
sisting of six companies of infantry and 
three squadrons of cavalry, attacked some 
sotnias of Cossacks on the heights on the 
' right bank of the Sedzi river, near the vil- 
lage of Poorteikha. When the engagement 
began the Japanese cavalry remained under 
cover and the infantry, which declined to 
cross the valley, maintained a distant and 
almost harmless fire without sparing ammu- 


‘nition. 
Japs Fear to Cross Stream. 

‘**A small party unsupported tried to cross 
the river for the purpose of turning our left 
flank, but was driven back by the charge of 
half a sotnia of Cossacks and the fire of the 
sotnia occupying the heights. Towards even- 
ing the Japanese retired. Our losses were 
ten Cossacks wounded. 

** Details of the engagement on May 20 and 
21 at Sitkhoutchindza have not yet been 
ascertained.” 

Skirmishing Is Ceaseless. 

LIAOYANG, May 24.—There is continual 
skirmishing between the Russian cavalry 
and the Japanese. Cossacks are pressing 
the Japanese in the hills and byroads gener- 
ally, driving them back. 

The general plan of the Japanese has not 
been divulged. They are apparently making

PARIS, May 24-—With a new motor in 

position, with two propellers attached, and 
a ninety foot steel shaft in working order 
on his No. 7 balloon, Santos-Dumont had a 
trial of his big airship in the grounds at *

the motor in the shed before starting, and 
once it was running everything went well. 
The only ominous part to the balloon was 
the proximity of the motor to thé balloon. 
With 1,500 cubic meters of inflammable gas 
only six feet from the sparks of the motor 
what should hapepn if the gas exploded in 
the shed only the spectators outside could 
relate. After the motor had been working 
three minutes the whole shed was filled with 
a smoky atmosphere, but Santos had no 
notion of danger and stood fearlessly in the 
basket, like a sea captain on the bridge. 


Airship Makes Ascent. 

The airship slowly moved into the open, 
rose thirty feet and made a few revolutions. 
The motor which started the balloon would 
have driven it over the shed but for the ropes 
by which it was held. The maneuver hav- 
ing passed off successfully the airship was 
returned to the shed. 

“IT am pleased with the result,” said San- 
tos, stepping out of the basket. ‘‘I see no 
defect in balancing and hope to make a trip 
to Longchampe.

DEPEW WARNS OF OFFICE, 


SENATOR TELLS YALE STUDENTS 
OF “PRACTICAL POLITICS.” 


Declares Young Men with Only Char- 
acter and Education and No Capital 
Make Grave Mistake to Accept Pub- 
lic Employ Asserts No Money 
Can Be Made Legitimately, and, 
Therefore, None Saved—Urges Party 


Loyalty—Cites Roosevelt as Example 


New Haven, Conn., May 24.—[Special.]— 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew spoke to Yale 
law school students tonightron “ Practical 
Politics.” He said if there were a perpetual, 
vigilant public sentiment, intelligently and 
courageously determined to have good gov- 
ernment and submit to no other, the evils 
now so common in municipal affairs and 
some times In state administrations, would 
disappear. 

The senator declared that the greatest 
misfortune that can happen to a young man 
who has only character and education and 
no capital is to accept office. He said: 

“No money can be made legitimately in 
public employment, and, therefore, no com- 
petence can be laid up.” - a 


Lights Under a Bushel. 

Senator Depew told the Yale boys that tn 
“each of the great departments at Wash- 
ington there were men who, if they remained 
in private life and devoted to some of the 
selected congenial pursuits the same quali- 
ties which they have given the government 
they would be among the leaders in our pro- 
fessions and our industries. They are the 
ones upon whom the distinguished secretary 
leans for success in his administration. 
They often make the reputation of the sec- 
retary.”’ 

He went on as follows: 

“You should at once become a member 
of that. party whose principles are nearest 
your own faith. Parties can only succeed 
by organization. Mobs never won and dis- 
cipline always disperses them. If you wish 
to accomplish reforms or change conditions 
labor to do it within the organization. It 
is only when the organization becomes ab- 
solutely corrupt and when you can take with 
you the intelligence and moral sense of your 
community that you can accomplish arny- 
thing by an independent movement.

How 
can the public know which is right? This 
is a question of fact. Is the lake transporta- 
‘tion business in such a condition as to be 
able to raise wages orisit not? Dollars and 
cents. Dollars and cents. No amount of 
general sympathy for labor or for capital can 
decide a point of this kind. And meanwhile 
the public suffers. Shall there be publicity 
and arbitration?. Every large strike in 
which large corporations are engaged gives 
this question a new edge. One of the great 
reasons for the establishment of the federal 
department of commerce was that it might 
let the people know exactly how the large 
corporations stand. Certainly no scientific 
adjustment of wages can be made when the 
industrial operations which make wages pos- 
sible are unknown. Shall there be publicity 
and arbitration? This, as Judge Grosscup 
has pointed out, is the next thing for the in- 
telligence of the country to consider. It is 
the main lesson of the masters’ and pilots’ 
strike. Publicity, compulsory by law or by 
general public sentiment, will come unless 
corporations and their employés can get on 
together without throwing the country into 
continual distress. 


NOMINATE A VOTE GETTER. 
There is a peculiar and particular reason 
this year which will bring about a large in- 
dependent vote on the Illinois state ticket. 
That reason is Chicago’snew charter. For 
over thirty years the city has been laboring 
under the manifold and increasing disadvan- 
tages of a wretched system of local govern-_ 
ment. Chicago’s dirty streets, barricaded 
river, empty treasury, inadequate parks, in- 
sufficient boulevards, paucity of police and 
fire protection, polluted water supply, dupli- 
cation of public jobs, governmental inefii- 
ciency are all more or less directly attribu- 
table to the outgrown charter. 

At the next election the most important 
issue before the people of Cook county will 
“be the charter issue. The average Chica- 
goan will seek relief from the present intol- 
erable situation of his city even at the ex- 
pense of party lines. The county as a whole 
can be expected to give a heavy majority for 
that nominee for governor—te he republican 


ter promise of effective gubernatorial aid 
for charter relief. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that a Chicago man who has made a 
study of the public affairs of this city would 
most thoroughly understand what is needed 
in the new charter. 

Chicago is not greedy in suggesting to the 
republican party that this year a Chicago 
man: for governor would be especially de- 
sirable. By that geographical principle 
which has become a fixity in the political 
doctrine of the state, Chicago is entitled to 
the governorship at the hands of the repub- 
lican party. Neither of the present United 
States senators is from the city. The re- 
publican party has never yet given Chicago 
the gubernatorial nomination. In consid- 

‘eration of its republican vote it would seem 
that Chicago is entitled once in forty-eight 
years to the nominee for governor. 

, But there is a far stronger reason than 
this one of political equity—thecharter. If 
Chicago is ever entitled to a governor, if it 
ever needs a governor, that time is during 
the session of the next legislature—the one 
which frames the charter. If the republican 
party in the state decides to give Chicago 

| the gubernatorial nomination this year, 
there is no man more worthy of being so hon- 
ored than Mr. Deneen. He has been be- 
fore the people of this community on three 

‘occasions. The first was in 1896, when he 

was elected state’s attorney, running 14,000 
‘behind McKinley and 14,000 ahead of Tan- 
ner. Four years later he stood again for 
the same office, and this time ran 10,000 
ahead of McKinley. This year he ran 
ageinst Lowden at the republican primaries 
and obtained about twice as many delegates 
as his opponent, at the same time sweeping 
Lorimer and Jamieson out of power. Inci- 
dentally, it. may be remarked that the cast- 
ing down of the Lorimer-Jamieson machine 
is an act which entitles Mr. Deneen totthe 
gratitude of the people of the whole state, 
for Lorimer and Jamieson were gradually 
extending their power over-all of Illinois. 
The extension of their power has always 
meant the atrophy of public decency. 

It is thus easily proved by the records 
that Deneen has strong running qualities. 
If he were nominated the state ticket would 
be in no danger. 

Deneen’s two chief competitors for the 
nomination during the deadlock at Spring- 
field were Messrs. Lowden and Yates. What 
can be said of the availability of these two 
then? Would either of them make a par- 
ticularly strong candidate?

Jamieson to 
the house of power by the back door a few 
months after they had been kicked out of 
the front door. On the whole, then, it ap- 
pears that Lowden would not be a great 
vote getter. Possessing many of the ele- 
ments necessary for a good collector of dele- 
gates, he has few of the elements requisite 
to a good collector of votes. 

Gov. Yates would run but little better 
than Lowden. In his primary campaign 
he has constantly endeavored to obscure the 
real issué in his case—namely: his own ad- 
ministration. But in the heat of a general 
election that issue could not be obscured. 
The following charges which have been 
brought against the Yates administration 
are not the malicious lies of the governor’s’ 
persecutors, hut facts which have been sub- 
stantiated. 

In his preélection speech at the Audito- 
rium Yates promised to keep the parks of 
Chicago out of politics. On his inauguration 
the west park was turned over to Lorimer, 
'was made part of that boss’ political ma- 
chinery, and consequently went to seed as 
a park. 

The best thought and vitality of the state 
employés during the last six months has been 
devoted to the political fortunes of Richard 
Yates and not to the care of the state’s 
prisoners and wards. The flying squadron 
of state employés, drawing state salaries, 
has been constantly traveling up and down 
the breadth of the state, corralling or en- 
deavoring to corral delegates for the man 
whto appointed them, and who at his own 
pleasure might discharge them. With few, 
if any, exceptions, every state institution is 
costing more to run now than ever before. 
With few, if any, exceptions, there are more 
empzoyés for each institution now than ever 
This increase in the pay rolls of the 
state institutions is not only absolute but 
also relative. With few, if any, exceptions, 
the state institutions have more employés 
per hundred inmates now than ever before. 
The increased number of employés means 
more taxes, and more political power for 
Yates. 

It also means a pra slush fund. From 
every state employé Yates has levied at 
least a5 percenttribute. This levy is prac- 
tically a levy on the public treasury of IIli- 
nois, for the salaries from which Yates de- 
ducts 5 per cent for himself are furnished 
by the taxpayers of the state. 

Through the use of patronage Yates 
helped to organize the lower house of the 
last legislature. With his assistance John 
H. Miller was put in the chair; Cicero J. 
Lindly was chosen chairman of the commit- 
tee on municipal corporations; Gus Nohe 
was made chairman of the committee on edu- 
cation, etc., etc. The legislature so organized 
made a supreme effort to block the enabling 
act. Speaker Miller even went to the ex- 
tent of violating the constitution by refusing 
a roll call on the act. Whether or not Gov. 
Yates had previously advised Miller to this 
action is unknown. Certain it is that the 
two were often in consultation before the 
day of the revolution in the house, and that 
the Mueller bill was then the commonest 
subject of discussion in Springfield. Cer- 
tain it is, also, that after the Mueller bill 
had been passed, Gov. Yates publicly de- 
fended Miller for his course in refusing the | 
roll call. Certain it is that Gov. Yates 
made no secret among his legislative friends 
of his preference to the Lindly bill, which 
merely purported to enable Chicago to ac- 
quire its street railways, put did nothing of 
the sort. 

The Conimercial association of Decatur, 
publicly and over the signature of its mem- 
bers, charged the governor with preventing 
the railway and warehouse commission from 
making the promised 25 per cent cut in rail- 
way rates in Illinois. (The rates in Illinois 
are higher than in every state east of the 
Missouri river, with the possible exception 
of Wisconsin.) It was alleged that the gov- 
ernor received a handsome contribution for 
his campaign fund in return for preventing 
the railway and warehouse commission 
from making the cut. This charge has not 
been proved, but it is known that the com- 
mission has made no cut in the railway rates, 
although it frequently gave out that it was 
about to do so, Although this charge was 
. publicly made by such a reputable body of 
men as the Commercial association of Deca-. 
tur, Gov. Yates has never denied it. 

All these facts in his record—facts which 
> can be proved and have been proved—do not 
constitute a strong platform whereon toe 
seek the suffrages of voters. 

The conclusion is fair that Deneen, nom- 
inated for governor, would help the national 
republican ticket in Dlinois, while Lowden 
or Yates would count on the national ticket 

If Deneen cannot be nominated it is the 
hope of Chicago voters that some man as 
nearly as possible as well equipped as he 
named in his stead.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

OBEPH CHAMBERLAIN may be said 
to have driven a nail into the coffin of 
his prospects of ever becoming premier 
by his declaration the other day in the 
house of commons that he was in favor 

of the disestablishment of the Church of 
England. The iatter is too closely identified 
with national history not merely as an ec- 
clesiastical institution, but also as an in- 
tegral-part of the state, that even those who 
are lukewarm in their religious sentiments 
may be relied upon to defend vigorously all 
attempts to destroy it. True, the church has 
been disestablished in Ireland. But there 
the mafor portion of the population belonged 
to another creed—namely: to the Roman 
Catholic faith. 

In England the proportion is altogether dif- 
ferent, and the members of the Church of 
England, which is financially independent of 
the national treasury and of any pecuniary 
assistance from the state, represent over 
ca out of a total population of 30,000,- 

The entire conservative party, as well as 
the major portion of the liberals, are opposed 
‘to anything such as the disestablishment 
of the Church of England, and it is not easy 
to conceive the crown, which attaches so 
much importance to its prerogatives and 
powers as supreme head of the church, which 
| it has enjoyed since the reformation, in- 
trusting the office of premier to a statesman 
committed to its disestablishment. 


Strange indeed is the fate of those who are 
bold enough to defy the sultan.. Only a few 
ks ago I related in these letters how 
Ahmed Dijelaleddine Pasha, who, found 
starving as an 8 year old boy by the present 
sultan, had been adopted by the latter prior 
to his afcession to the throne, educated by 
him, .elevated to the’ highest offices, and 
married, thanks to the padishah’s influence, 
to the immensely wealthy Princess Ismet 
Toussoun of Egypt, had been accused of 
plotting against his sovereign and benefac- 
tor, and had fled toEgypt. His wife has been 
spending the wigter on the Riviera, and 
there she died suddenly the other day, while, 
to make matters worse for the pasha, her 
brother, Prince Djemil Toussoun, has taken 
possession of all of his sister’s papers and 
belongings, ahd, as far as ean be ascertained, 
the pasha will be allowed no share in the 
property left by his wife. 


It may be remembered that the sultan’s 
brother-in-law, Mahmoud Pasha, who like- 
wise fled from Constantinople after being de- 
nounced as plotting against Abdul Hamed, 
died suddenly abroad in the most straitened 
circumstances, while his sons, who had 
joined their father in his conspiracies against 
their uncle, the sultan, were ultimately 
forced by sheer destitution to return to Con- 
stantinople and to throw themselves upon 
the mercy of the padishah. 

Indeed, all those whom lately he has be- 
friended and who have then shown them- 

lves -ungrateful for past favors by con- 
fotring against his throne, seem to meet 
with so much misfortune and to be so re- 
lentlessly pursued by fate that people at 
Constantinople are beginning assert that 
the sultan possesses certain supernatural 
means of punishing his enemies. 


King Leopold has just lost the services of 
his chaplain, or, to use the phraseology of 
the court, of his “lord high almoner,” 
through the death of Mgr.Simon, who for the 
last twenty years has been intrusted with the 
difficult task of giving religious advice to the 
king and of administering spiritual conso- 
lation to the other members of the royal 
family. He was a kindly, amiable, and most 
discreet man, who enjoyed to the fullest 
degree the confidence of the late Queen Hen- 
rietta, of her daughter, Princess Clemen- 
tine, and of the count and countess of Flan- 
ders and their children, and to whose influ- 
ence must be ascribed Princess Clementine’s 
decision to delay the execution of her project 
of taking the vows of a nun of the order of 
the Sacred Heart until after the death of her 
father. 

It need hardly be, sai@ that the position 
which the prelate occupied was oné of ex- 
treme delicacy, called upon as he was fre- 
quently to act in the rdle of mediator and to 
lend an ear to the complaints and to the sor- 
rows of this so sadly divided royal house. 


His relations with the king were peculiar. 
Leopold treated him with the most marked 
distinction and respect, but did not permit 
him to remonstrate with him about his con- 
duct. . Indeed, it is on record at Brussels 
that when on one occasion Mgr. Simon, in 
the most delicate way, ventured to hint to 
the king that his relations with Mme. d@ E-—— 
and ‘certain other people were not calculated 
to set a good example to his subjects, and 
could not but offend the religious sensibili- 
ties of the devout, Leopold remarked to him: 

‘“*“My dear monseigneur, you must not be- 
lieve all you hear about me. I've heard the 
most shocking things about your own con- 
duct, but I do not care to believe them. Do 
me the charity to reciprocate this confi- 
dence.’’ 

The beginning of the sentence was uttered 
smilingly in tones that were quizzical, but 
the end of the sentence in a voice that was 
sharp, cutting, and betraying signs of an- 
noyance, and the worthy monseigneur there- 
after contented himself with praying for the 
king’s soul, and never again attempted to 
force upon him religious advice that was not 
wanted.

Being Irish, he is of course a 
born talker, and can tell a goodstory, is a 
particular friend of the king, who some time 
ago appointed him asa royal A. D. C:, and 
knows more about yachting, music, and am- 
ateur acting than any other member of the 
house of lords. He has ffgured as a play- 
wright, collaborated in writing the ‘‘ Dan- 
‘ischeffs,”’ which was produced in this coun- 
try, has lost money in theatrical manage- 
ment, and is proverbially unlucky in his va- 
rious schemes and enterprises.

While still Viscount Newry he accompa- 
nied King Edward's brother, Prince Alfred, 
around the woyld, and was with him when 
the mad man, O'Farrell, shot the prince at 
Clontarf, in Sydney harbor. It was Lord 
Kilmorey, indeed, who, with the help of some 
of the sailors from the prince’s ship, Galatea, 
saved the would-be assassin from being 
lynched by, the crowd.

Light on Another Poetic Theft. 


{From advance sheets of the Bombazine 
for July.] 

A most glaring literary piracy has just 
come to light involving the reputation of one 
of the best known of English poets. 

For many years everybody has supposed 
that the famous “Elegy in a Country 
Churchyard” was written by Thomas Gray. 

It was not. 

It was written by our * cifted countryman, 
Col. A. J—ce. 

The proof of this is overwhelming. 

We have before us at this moment the 
original poem, in Col. ee own hand- 
writing. 


To show the cool audacity and brazen 
effrontery with which Gray appropriated 
this poem as his own production, take an- 
other instance. Here is one of the stanzas 
as it appears in the pirated version: 

“Their name, their years, spelt by th’ un- 
lettered muse, 
The place of fame and elegy supply, 
And many a holy text around shestrews, 
That teach the rustic moralist to die.” 

And here it is, as Col. J——ce wrote it: 

* Their name, their years, in ordinary prose, 
The place of fame and elegy supply, 

And many a homely text around she strews, 
To teach the rustic moralist to die.”’ 

Apparently Gray did not know that 
** stroze"’ is a much more poetic pronuncia- 
tion than “ strooze.’’ ‘Hence the change he 


controversy as to the fourth word in the 
third line. In some versions it appears as 
“holy’’ and in others as “ homely.”’ Col. 
J—ce wfote it “‘ homely,”’ and this ought to 
settle it. 

But the worst slip made by Gray in adapt- 
ing the poem was the grammatical error 
into which he fell when he changed the first 
word in the last line from “to” to ‘*f that,” 
thereby making a singular noun the nomina- 
tive of a plural verb—to-wit.: ‘“‘Many a 
holy text . . , teach the rustic moralist,” 
etc. The colonel never would have made a 
break like that. 

In short, the whole peem, as Gray wrote 
it, is a clumsy literary Steal, and we marvel 
that it has been allowed to go undetected so 
long. 

[Note.—Owing to the length of the article 
as written for the Bombazine we are com- 
pelled to abridge it, but the foregoing will 
be sufficient to indicate its nature and to 
establish beyond question the claim that Col. 
J——n A. J——ce wrote the poem which has 
been mistakenly attributed all these years 
to Thomas Gray.]

Predicts 100 Ballots Before the 
Deadlock Finally Is 
Broken. 


Gov. Yates addressed a large audience in 
Oakland Music hall, Fortieth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, last night. His speech 
was the second of the “series ”’ which he 
came to Chicago to deliver during the state 
convention recess. He told his audience

“Tonight I shall speak of the attacks on 
the administration,” said the governor. 
“The attacks really began before the id- 
ministration was nominated. There were 
four candidates before the convention of 
1900—Judges Hanecy and Carter of Chicago, 
and in the country Mr. Reeves and myself. 
You will remember that then, as now, there 
came-a time when everybody was madder at 
somebody else than he was at Yates. |

I kept my hands off that sena- 
torial fight. But two years ago it was dif- 
ferent.

‘*At the beginning of my term I called 
my campaign committee of fifteen men to- 
gether and asked what they thought I ought 
to do with reference to the fight for sena- 
tor, the speakership fight, and the organiza- 
tion of the legislature.

Some of the goveérnor’s friends are urging 
him to spend the entire week in Chicago. He 
will decide ‘this morning on his program for 
the next three days. 


KEEPING DELEGATES IN LINE. 


Campaigning of Gubernatorial Candi- 
dates Having Only This Eff 
It Is Claimed. 


So far as the surface indications show 
there is no change in the gubernatorial sit- 
uation, The campaigning of candidates, so 
it is claimed by their managers, {s having 
no other effect than merely to keep their 
respective forces intact. 

Not only are the supporters of Charles §. 
Deneen standing firmly together but they 
believe that when the convention again as- 
sembles he will be the strong favorite and 
that the breaking of the deadlock will result 
in his ngmination. The first move towards 
devising ways and means for an aggressive 
campaign will be made tonight at Handel 
hall, where there will be a roundup of the 
Deneen delegates.

JAMES DENIES MURDER. 


Defense Restsin Hearing of James 
McDonald at Bedford, Ind.; 
Alibi Supported. : 


Rising Sun, Ind., May 24.—The evidence 
@losed in the Gillespie murder trial today, 
and the arguments will commence tomorrow 
morning. The case will get to the jury by 
Friday evening. 

The feature of today’s hearing was the 
testimony of James Gillespie, who is accused 
by the state of firing the shot that killed his 
sister Elizabeth. The defendant was put 
Queries direct as to whether he committed 
the crime, and denied the charge without 
hesitancy. 

The closing of the defense without having 
“made good” on several promised sensa- 
tions was a disappointment to the crowd that 
secured admission to the courtroom. .As the 
evidence stands the defense has opposed ta 
the structure of circumstance built by the 
state only the denials of the defendants and 
their uncorroborated alibis. 


Gillespie in Direct Denial. 

At the morning session, when Gillespie was 
Called to complete his examination in chief, 

“ Did you the shot -theat kiHed your 
tister, Elizabeth?’ 

did not,”’ was the answer. 

“ Have you any Knowledge of who did fire 
the shot?’ 

have not.” 

On cross examination Gillespie admitted 
that once he knocked his sister down, but 
Said it was an accident. He admitted that 
he neither inquired about the condition of 
his sister after she was shot nor did he at- 
tend the funeral He went to bed at 10:30 
that night, but did not sleep. Hegave medi- 
cine at intervals of three hours to Mrs. Sew- 
ard, who was nervous. 


Calls State’s Witnesses Crazy.

The Chicago “ policy kings” yesterday 
aligned themselves for battle with the ‘' fly- 
ink squadron’ of Assistant Chief of Police 
achuettler’s office.

disposition to be made of several thousand 
dollars confiscated in raids the day preced- 
ing, a meeting was held by the policy men, 
at which $100,000 is reported to have been 
subscribed as an “‘ emergency fund.” One 
use to which the money is to be put is to 
defend all policy writers arrested hereafter. 
The meeting is reported to have been held 
in a room at 178 Clark street during the 
early afternoon and to have adjourned 
hastily on a “tip” received by telephone 
that the place was to be raided. “ Patsy "’

are said to have attended the meeting and 
to have carried proxies for others. ; 


Police Arrive After Adjournment. 

Half an hour after the meeting adjourned 
a dozen members of the squadron descended 
on the room and took into custody eighteen 
inmates.

STAY IN CHICAGO. 


‘Presbyterians Break a Slate 


with Little Ceremony’ in 
General Assembly. 


Commissioners, by Overwhelm- 
ing Vote, Demand One-Third 
Time for Free Discussion. 


{BY THE &. 8. GILSON.]} 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 24.—[{Special. }—The hot- 
test discussion of this present general as- 
sembly came on today over the proposed re- 
moval of the board of aid for colleges from 
Chicago to New York. The whole scheme 
had been carefully worked out and “ slated.” 
The unexpected attack was made by the Rev, 
Dr. Solomon C. Dickey of Winona, Ind., who 
made sparks fly at once by saying “the 
committee appointed last year to raise $12,- 
000,000 did not even raise its own expenses.” 

He then vigorously attacked the proposed 
removal. He held it would alienate capital 
in Chicago, Cleveland, In lis, and 
Pittsburg. Dr. Dickey said he was “‘shocked” 
when he saw that prominent men-were not 
on the new board, and said “‘ there are fifty 
men on the floor of this assembly who repre- 
sent over $50,000,000 and who could be put on 
this. board,”’ which statement brought out 
cheers and yells—yells for the first time. 

Dr. Dickey made a tremendous sensation 
when he declared: “If you are going to 
raise $12,000,000 you must listen to such men 
as John H. Converse.”’ 


Oppose Cut and Dried Methods. 


The assembly opened this morning with a 
warm attack on the cut and dried methods 
of the assembly, ““ whereby,” said one of the 
speakers, “‘ a few persons control the assem- 
bly platform and farm it out to certain 
favored persons." A resolution was passed 
by an overwhelming vote amidst deafening 
applause claiming one-third of the time for 
free discussion by the assembly itself. Inti- 
mations of ring management were made and 
applauded. 

This action was followed by a lengthy reso- 
lution from Col. James A. Rice of Peoria, 
author of the “ Peoria plan,”’ proposing to 
seat the commissioners by delegations and 
election districts, and delineating an elab- 
orate plan for the election of a moderator 
by ballot after the manner of a political con- 
vention. The resolution was put to sleep in 
the hands of the committee on bills and over- 
tures. 

In an attempt made last night to have 
Sheldon Jackson,’ United States commis- 
sioner of education for Alaska, made a mem- 
ber of the new board, his friends were biunt- 
ly told that the committee on reo iza- 
tion was helpless, as all the details had been 
worked out and the names of the men to 
compose the board had been handed to the 
committee and could not be changed. 


Distinguished Churchmen Arrive. 


The only Chicago man who has thus far 
spoken frequently is the Rev. Dr. Cleland B. 
McAfee, who is talked of for the new secre- 
taryship of the reorganized college board. 
The whole matter of the new board of col- 
leges was discussed this afternoon, and the 
Rev. Dr. James D. Moffatt was made a mem- 
ber of the board.

HOMES FOR THE BISHOPS. 


CONFERENCE NAMES THE OITTES 
WHERE THEY ARE TO RESIDE. 


Unexpected Opposition to the Commit- 
tee’s Beport Develops, but It Is 
Adopted — Church Editors Chosen, 
Practically Without Contest Except 
in a Single Instance — Protracted 
Discussion Anticipated Upon Con- 
solidation of Benevolent Societies, 


[BY THE REV. CHARLES M. STUART 

Los Angeles, Cal., May 24.—[Special.]— 
Much time was taken up in the general con- 
ference today in discussing the question of 
episcopal residences. The matter having 
been considered at length in the committee 
was submitted to the conference in the full 
and natural expectation that there would be 
no discussion. In this the committee and the 
conference were both disappointed. 

There were delegates present who had 
places to nominate, and there was no disposi- 
tion on their part to be ruled out by a report 
even so well digested as that submitted by 
the committee. One delegat@joffered Fort 
Worth, Tex., as a substitute for Philadel- 
phia. Another offered Omaha asa substitute 
for Cincinnati, and still another offered Okla- 
homa for Portland, Ore. 

Perhaps the most reasonable suggestion 
was that of Detroit for Buenos Ayres, but 
nothing availed to change the character of 
the report as submitted. The list of cities 
adopted is as follows: 

New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Washing- 
ton, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Chicago, Chatta- 
nooga, St. Louis, Minneapolis, Denver, Port- 
land (Ore.), San Francisco, Zurich (Switzer- 
jand), Buenos Ayres, and Shanghai. 

The question of assigning bishops to these 
residences is to be before the committee on 
episcopacy tomorrow afternoon. Aside from 
the assignment of Bishop Burt to Zurich, for 
which appointment he was practically tlect- 
ed, there is no assurance of any assignment. 


Official Editors Chosen. 


Another important item of business today 
was the election of editors to the church 
periodicals, There was practically no con- 
test except for the editorship of the South- 
western Christian Advocate, published at 
New Orleans for circulation among the col- 
ored Methodists. For-this editorship there 
were five nominations, and it required two 
ballots to elect. The new editor is the Rev. 
R: B. Jones, a member of the North Carolina 
conference, who for some time has been 
serving as secretary of the American Sunday 
School union, with headquarters in New Or- 
leans. Others elected were: Methodist Re- 
view, William V. Kelley; New York Advo- 
cate, James M. Buckley; Western Christian 
Advocate, David D. Thompson; Pittsburg 
Christian Advocate, Charlies W. Smith; Pa- 
cific Christian Advocate, Daniel L. Rader; 
Chfistian Apologist, Albert J. Nast; Haus- 
und Herd, Frederick Munz; Central Chris- 
tian Advocate, Claudius B. Spencer, Bal- 
loting for the editorship of the Epworth Her- 
ald was postponed, 

There promises to be a protracted discus- 
sion on the consolidation of the benevolent 
societies. It is likely that the conference 
will determine, to recommend consolidation 
and refer details to a commission to report 
at the next general conference. The same 
thing is likely to be done with the plan of 
consolidating’ the publishing interests. ~ 


Need Time for Deliberation. 


Bwerybody feels that unifying the work 
of the church is important and necessary, 
but few feel sufficiently well informed to 
take intelligent action upon questions in- 
volving interests of such large import. 

Every day adds to the conviction that 
something must be done to secure a less 
unwieldy body than the present assembly 
has proved to be for deliberative purposes. 
Almost one-third of the time is taken up in 
hearing protests from members in the back 
part of the house that they cannot hear 
motions or discussions. Some of the best 
counselors in the church are constrained to 
be silent since no effort on their part could 
send their voices across the vast spaces of 
the hall. 

Already the members of the conference 
are beginning to petition for release from 
further attendance upon conference sessions. 
A committee on credentials was appointed 
to whom all applications for leave have to 
be submitted, and this committee submits 
to the conference every application and the 
reasons therefor. 


CHURCHMEN DISCUSS UNION. 


Cumberland Presbyterians Take Up Sub- 
ject of Amalgamation with the 
Northern Body. 


Dallas, Tex., May 24.—Debate upon the 
most momentous problem whicu the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church has faced in years, 
that of the union of that organization with 
the Presbyterian church in the United States 
of America, occupied the attention of the 
general assembly here, during almost the en- 
tire.day.

The Flower Med- 
ical society, with a huge sanitarium in Bos- 
ton, grew out of this success, which for a 
time paid dividends of $1amonth. In time 
it failed. 

Dr. Flower’s recorg in the courts began 
in Chicago in 1893. He was indicted here for 
obtaining $46,000 by false pretenses from 
Nathaniel C. Faster, a wealthy lumberman 
of Fairchild, Wis. He was never tried. 
After this Dr. Flower made his headquar- 
ters in New York City. His subsequent rec- 
ord follows: 

Jan. 12, 1901.—Dr, R. C. Flower and W. J. Ash- 
ton, promoters of the Arizona, Eastern and Mon- 
tana Mining company, disappeared from the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel, where they had been living, 
after floating more than $1,000,000 of stock. 

Feb. 27, 1903.—Dr. Fiower, alleged to have had 
shady connections with settling the estate of 
Theodore Hagaman of New York. Charges were 
made that there was a plot to get the fortune, 
which amounted to $1,500,000, and that Dr. Flower 
secured $250,000. 

May 7, 1903.—Mies Mary E. Stanford, sister of 
the late Léland Stanford of California, died, heart- 
broken and penniless, at Montclair, N. J., after 
falling under the hypnotic influence of Dr. R. C, 
Flower and investing her ‘fortune of $25,000 in 
stock of the Arizona, Eastern and Montana Mining 
company. 

March 18, 1903.—Dr. Flower was arrested in 
New York on the charge of larceny of $25,000 and 
attempting to bribe Police Inspector Titus. 

March 26, 1903.—Dr. Flower was indicted in New 
York for the larceny of $500 from Mrs. Belle Gray 
Taylor, who put that amount into Lone Pine stock.

Minder, Who Was Hurt in Accident at 
Louisville, Acts Like Child—For- 
gets Turf Career. 


Ky., me 24.—[Special.]—Ptiysicians 
are puzzled over the case of Jockey Minder, who 
was injured in 4 fall from Rathskeller at Church- 
ill Downs on May 10. He suffered a severe wound 
in the head, rendering him unconscious for sev- 
eral days. He is now recovered, but his mind 
has played a queer prank. 

He is as a child of 6, and recalls none of the 
twelve years on the turf or the six years before he 
first secured employment as a stable boy. He 
wants toys and can only be induced to take medi- 
cine by the offer of a nickel. 

Yesterday he consented to take medicine only 
on condition that he be given a toy train. Min- 
der will be taken to his home in Brooklyn tomor- 
row by Dr. H. M. Clendenin, who has had charge 
of the case at the Norton infirmary, where Minder 
has been since the accident. He says the jockey’s 
mind may be restored after awhile, but says 
certain brain cells have been injured or destroyed, 

thinks in time nature will restore them. 

nder has no recollection whatever of the acci- 
dent. His career in the saddle is forgotten: He 
stares in amazement when questioned as to horses 
and racing. Many acquaintances called at the 
infirmary to see him, but he appears to recognize 
none.

Milwaukee Claims So Because Chicago!’

Milwaukee, Wis., May 24.—A charge, unique in 
the face of the fact that practically every sporting 
writer who saw the fight said the decision was 
just, is made tonight that the Neary-Yanger fight 
Friday night was ‘* fixed.’’ The chief basis for 
the charge is that Chicago men had plenty of 
money to bet on Yanger, and even the mobbing of 
the referee and his escape is given as proof of this 
remarkable charge.

‘‘ There is only one point in connection with the 
whole affair that comes in the line of being a 
life saver for Bardell and the Chicago ‘ knockers.’ 
It is that Yanger won on his merits.’’

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LESSON NO. 227—Candies. 


IVING candy to children is a much 
vexed topic, and one that involves 
the question of self-indulgence and 
nourishment also. Dietary study of 
sugar has given it a respected place 
among foods, but it has like all others, its 
limit of usefulness. .As children are allowed 
so frequently to buy candies it is perhaps 
time that parents at large were informed of 
the-dangers, Prof. Louis B. Allyn in a re- 
cent number of Good Housekeeping says: 
Cane sugar in the hands of a skillful con- 
fectioner undergoes numerous transforma- 
tions, and by the addition of suitable extracts 
appears as pure candy, whose judicious use 
is undoubtedly beneficial. French cooks and 
confectioners carry the heating of sugar 
through various stages bearing different 
technical names. One of the most remark- 
able results obtained is a brilliant crimson 
variety, largely used in pure fancy can- 
dies, and containing no foreign coloring mat- 
#r, as is commonly supposed. 

“Cheap candies are not only often isonous 
but are badly adulterated with mca corn 
starch, and white clay. A sample recently 
purchased contained nearly 5 per cent of the 
latter substance. Glucose or starch sugar is 
now produced in enormous quantities, both 
in this country and in Germany, from corn 
or potato starch. It is used chiefly in table 
sirups, candies, as food for bees, in brew- 
ing, and in adulterating honey. The process 
of manufacture is interesting, and, in short, 
is as folows: The starch is boiled with 
dilute sulphuric acid from fifteen minutes 
to two hours, according to the apparatus 
used; the longer the action the greater the 
percentage of glucose produced. The excess 
acid is removed by treating the solution with 
chalk, animal charcoal, and by filtering. 
The filtered solution is evaporated to a sirupy 
consistency and sent to the market under 
the name of ‘ glucose,’ * mixing sirup,’ etc. 
When evaporated to dryness the solid prod- 
uct is known to commerce as ‘ grape sugar.’ 

“The main question is whether candy 
made from glucose is unwholesome. The 
answer is, it is not, provided such glucose 
has been freed from possible arsenical con- 
tamination through the sulphuric acid used, 


the lime removed, and provided the repre- 
hensible practice of bleaching with sulphur- 
ous acid has not been followed. Candy made 
from glucose may frequently be detected by 
its lack of sweetness and its extreme brit- 
tleness. Much of the stick candy is com- 
posed largely of glucose, to which a smal! 
quantity of cane sugar has been added to in- 
crease its sweetness. A great deal of palata- 
ble and harmless confectionery contains the 
better quality of glucose. 

“ One can often find cheap gum drops made 
from glucose and corn starch held together 
by ordinary glue, the taste of the latter dis- 
guised by the flavor employed. The best 
gum drops are made from cane sugar and 
gum arabic. A curious form of: adultera- 
tion is met with in some of the inferior pro- 
ductions sold as ‘licorice.’ The essential 
ingredients in many cases are burned flour, 
glue, corn starch, and caramel. This com- 
bination often becomes practically insolu- 
ble. It is an instructive experiment to try to 
dissolve some of this cheap ‘licorice’ in hot 
water. The results lead one to consider its 
ey on the delicate digestive organs of a 
c 


“One class of candy consumed in great 
quantities is that consisting wholly or in part 
of chocolate. No variety offers a moré favor- 
able opportunity for adulteration than this. 
The price of a chocolate confection is not 
always a safe means of determining its pur- 
ity. Those bearing the stamp of any reliable 
maker are safe and wholesome. _ 

“Chocolate, as is commonly known, is pre- 
pared from the cacao bean. Its shells or 
husks form about 12 per cent of the weight. 
In the manufacture of the finer chocolates 
these are always discarded, but in the in- 
ferior kinds the husks are ground with the 
nibs, while wax and some cheap starchy sub- 
stance are added. The black appearance of 
such chocolate is unmistakable; it is gritty, 
rough, and difficult of digestion. The husks 
are no better than sawdust and frequently 
cause intestinal irritation by the tiny sharp 
spines or spicule which enter into their 
structure. These sharp spines may frequent- 
ly be detected by the microscope in some of 
the cheap chocolates which have an exten-

| eovering of shorts in May wheat, and also 
te a large extent of July shorts, on last 
week's sharp: upturn was increasingly ap- 
parent in the action of the market yester- 
day. It was the turn of the longs to liquidate, 
and in the May it took but little selling pres- 
gure, the business all told hardly 150,000 bu, 
to break the price 3%c toe 94\%c, with the 
rloge at 95%(4c, a net loss of 2%c for the day 
and of 6%c from the high point last week. 
The July was weak from the start, and in 
spite of occasional sharp reactions the 
tep@ency was downward and the close ic 
lower for the day, at 87%c sellers and 86%c 
bid: respectively for the old and new style 
feliveries. The last prices were \%4-%c and 
%-l4e respectively above the low point. There 
Was less pressure on the September and a bet- 
ter Gemand, the close \c lower. 

Increased receipts and a decided cutting of 
cash premiums were important factors in 
the decline. Minneapolis had 85 cars, nearly 
one-third less than a year ago, but over 
twice’ as many as the previous Tuesday, 
and the premium of No. 1 northern over July 
Was cut from Sc to 2c. There were 120,000 
bu at Kansas City, compared with 175,000 
bu the week before and 77,000 bu a year ago.

[INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. 


Wheat traders hardly knew what to make 
of the Bradstreet’s figures of ¢hanges for 
the week in stocks of wheat, ing a net 
decrease of 645,000 bu, cOmpared with a de-. 
crease of 3,837,000 bu the previous week and 
one of 3,834,000 bu the corresponding week 
last year. . There had been reason to expect — 
a larger decrease than that of last year, and 
the report therefore was unexpectedly bear- 
ish and undoubtedly prompted a good deal of 
selling. The details showed a decrease of 
2,345,000 bu east of the Rockies and an in- 
crease of 1,700,000 bu on passage and abroad. 
The decrease east of the Rockies was about 
1,600,000 bu smaller than the decrease at 
points covered by the official visible supply 
report, and there was nothing to show any 
offset to these figures. Apparently the de- 
crease should have been larger insted of 
materially smaller, for the! detailed report 
showed decreases of 196,000 bu in private ele- 
vators in Chicago, of 152,000 bu in Manitoba 
country elevators, 185,000 bu at Omaha, and 
87,000 bu at Louisville, with the only increase 
one of 55,000 bu at Coteau Landing. These 
figures with the visible supply showing sug- 
gested a decrease of 4,400,000 bu in second 
hands east of the Rockies instead of a de- 
crease of barely half that amount. There 
was a decrease of 1,734,000 bu in the world’s 
visible, supply of corn against a decrease of 
1,442,000 bu last week and 874,000 bu last 
year. The decrease of 1,405,000 bu in oats 
compared with a loss of 1,128,000 bu last week 
and 363,000 bu a year ago. 


An authority at Concordia, Kas., writes 
8S. P. Arnot: “The main thing in Kansas 
is plenty of rain, and we have had enough 
of that all over the state thisspring. Wheat 
in this section of the state is in excellent 
condition. Weather has been favorable 
for wheat, plenty of rain, and not too warm 
for good, healthy growth. Have heard »ne 
or two complaints of a few pieces being a 
little thin, but it is not general in this sec- 
tion of the country. The International Har- 
vester company has a branch here, and its 
traveling men report conditions the best ex- 
cept in two or three counties in the extreme 
western portion of the state, where rain was 
light last fall and came late this spring. 
This report covers northern Kansas two 
and three counties from the Nebraska line. 
Must say prospects in Kansas look exceed- 
ingly bright. Corn planting was a little late 
on account of wet and cool weather, but is 
completed now; early corn up and shows 
a good~stand. A small acreage had to be 
replanted bechuse washed by heavy rain 
two or three weeks ago. With planting 
about completed and the ground moist, coin 
starts under most favorable conditions. 
Wheat acreage probably is 90 per cent of. 
last year, with corn slightly in excess of last 
year.” 


Northwest authorities estimate the acre- 
age in the Dakotas and Minnesota at ‘he 
same as last year to 10 per cent less than 
last year. Van Dusen-Harrington, in a jet- 
ter dated May 23, say: “ Seeding of smull 
grain is now practically completed jn Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, except in a portion 
of the Red River valley, where good author- 
ities estimate 10 per cent of the land intend- 
ed for wheat will of necessity be sown to 
barley and flax: Conditions are’ excellent 
everywhere. South Dakota soil and weather 
conditions appear to be entirely favorable. 
Twenty-one per cent of the reports show 
growing crops looking ‘fair,’ 79 per cent 
say ‘good’ or ‘excellent.’ The lower third 
of the state reports the season as far 
vanced as the same date In 1908; the middle 
and northern third report from ten days to 
two weeks later. North Dakota reports 


-show the season about two weeks later than 


1903. Four per cent of the reports show the 
condition of the growing crop to be ‘ fair,’ 
96 per cent ‘good.’ Eighty-five per cent of 
the Minnesota reports show the growing crop 
to be in ‘ good’ condition, 15 per cent say 
* fair.’ 

There was some improvement, albeit a 
modest one, in the export demand for wheat. 
Duluth reported sales of 5 loads Manitobas 


and there were sales of 3 loads 
hard winters at the gulf to Ham- 
burg. It was said 8 more tloads 


could have been sold if freight room had been 
available for May shipment. Export busi- 
ness in wheat at the gulf is practically over 
for this crop, as there are barely 20 loads 
there all told and about 10 of those sold 
within the last week. They have brought 
around 80c f. o. b. steamer Galveston, but 
that is an improvement in price, as the wheat 
would not have brought over 76c_if pressed * 
for sale two weeks ago, when Argentine siuip- 
ments were At their maximum. This hard 
winter wheat is said to be sold on a basis 
2e higher at Hamburg than Argentine wheat 
fully 5 Ibs heavier to; the bu, 64 lbs guaran- 
teed, and of better quality, is bringing. The 
demand for the American hard winter wheat 
is supposed to’ be from German millers, who 
require it for milling established grades of 
flour, 


There are no signs in the wheat market 
of any lingering disturbance on the part of 
May shorts. The total trade hardly amount- 
ed to 150,000 bu, and even these small sales 
broke the price 3\c; the close 6%c under the 
recent top price. There is an impression

longs out of the market and no shorts left 
but elevator interests, which are expected 
to deliver the goods. There were 64 cars 
and 67,000 bu No. 1 northern out of private 
houses oh Monday and 12 cars of No. 2 hard, 
presumably to be added to the contract stock, 
with only 1,000 bu No. 1 northern shipped 
from store. Yesterday there were 19 cars out 
of private houses and 38,000 bu out of store. 


Dryer of Champaign in a bulletin yesterday 
announced that a large part of the recent 
sales of corn in that’section have been to go 
south -and west, better bids coming from 
those directions than from Chicago. There 
are some indications, however, that this de- 
mand is getting filled up. There was a de- 
cline of 1c in the May price at St. Louis yes- 
terday, and cash prices at Cincinnati, In- 
dianapolis, and Louisville were said to be 
lower. Illinois is still said to be selling rather 
freely, although cash premiums are 4c to 5c 
lower within the last few days for yellow 
corn and 2c to 3c lower for mixed corn. 


Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
says: ‘‘ United kingdom, France, Germany, 
Italy—Crop conditions continue favorable, 
but growth of plant slow. Roumania—It is 
thought recent rains reported in the region 
around Brailla came too late to save crop. 
Elsewhere conditions are fair to good. Rus- 
sia—Taking the country as a whole, there 
has been some improvement in crop prosa- 
pects, but reports from different sections are 
varied. Complaints chiefly refer to rye. 
North Africa—Crop outlook continues most 
favorable. Sweden—Season is late.” 


There were said to have been good all rail 
shipments of wheat to Chicago from Duluth 
the last few days, but the amount was kept 
a close secret. The intimation from the same 
source that the May longs will have all their 
wheat delivered to them before the end of 
the month, however, was noised abroad dur- 
ing the afternoon The Duluth shipments 
since Friday have been only 122,300 bu-—no 
alarming total if all of it came this way— 
and on Friday their shipments were 8,700 bu. 

The exports of wheat flour from the prin- 
cipal Atlantic ports for the week were 
slightly less than 50 per cent of last year’s, 
and of wheat about 12 per cent. The ex- 
ports of flour were 165,000 bris, against 356,- 
800 bris last year, and of wheat 406,000 bu, 
against 3,326,000 bu. The corn reports were 
little over 5 per cent of last year, 66,000 bu, 
against 1,564,000 bu, and of oats a little less 
than 60 per cent, 77,000 bu, against 132,000 
bu last year. | 

The Duluth Commercial Record says: 
* Sufficient returns are coming in to indicate 
that the northwestern wheat area shows a 
material increase over the 1903 area. Muin- 
nesota and South Dakota will show an in- 
crease of 10 to 15 per cent. Thereturns from 
the western counties of North Dakota are 
showing large increases, while the valley 
comes close to being a standoff.”’ 

“Wires to Pringle-Fitch-Rankin from Ur- 
bana, Ill., said: ‘ A number of fields of corn, 
perhaps a majority of the early planted, will 
have to be replanted, due to poor seed, show- 
ing only about one-fifth of a stand,” Mat- 
toon, Il.: “ Heavy rains throughout this 
country. Farmers say only two-thirds of the 
corn is planted, and they will not be able 
to get into the fields this week.” 


A banker at Park River, N. D., just west of 
the Red river valley, writes Daggett: 
‘Wheat Is coming up in nice shape. Never 
saw it start more evenly than it has this 
spring. It is late, but the weather 
is good and hot. It ought to force it along 
so that in a week's time it will be as far 
along as it usually is.” 

The tieup in navigation to Buffalo is still 
as complete as the deadlock in the republican 
state convention, and no charters are being 
made to that port. Canadian boats are 
available, ,however, and two are here tak- 
ing on cargoes of comm, about 120,000 bu each, 
one for Armour and one for Harris-Scotten, 
to go for export via Midland. 


A correspondent of Bennett’s at Green- 
castle, Ind., who was one of the first to make 
the discovery last March that wheat in that 
section was killed from some unknown cause, 
wired yesterday that fields he had thougnt 
dead and certain to be plowed up are com- 
ing out nicely and will make a fair crop.

LOAN MARKAT IRREGULAR 


Four Per Cent Still the Minimum for 
Money—President Hamilton of the 
City Railway Denies That He Has 
Given an Option on His Steck—Gold 
Exported Will Help Europe — Rail- 
way Earnings—General Financial 
News—Oak Park “L” Affairs.

Chicago. Rates are quoted at 4 and 5 per 
cent, though one of the banks, the Illinois 
Trust, says it is not making new loans now 
under 6 per cent. It has been pointed out 
several times, however, that this particular 
bank is in a class by itself through a long 
established policy of not marking its rates 
up or down as readily as most of its com- 
petitors. But one bank, or two or three, do 
not make the local money market. When 
money can be borrowed in lots of $50,000 and 
$100,000 on first class collateral at 4 per cent, 
that is the minimum rate in the market, and 
loans of the kind mentioned can be made at 
that figure. It is probable that some of the 
national banks are for the time being putting 
out more collateral loans at 4% per cent than 
they did ten days ago. 

Loans made on notes to customers who 
borrow all the year round are generally 
made at § per cent. 

As to the future of the money market, there 
are varying opinions. But it is a fact that 
locally deposits are growing, though the de- 
mand for loans is dull. A responsible official 
of the Illinois Trust said yesterday that al- 
though the bank surplus cash was increasing 
the rate would be held around 5 per cent. 


D. G. Hamilton Enters Denial. 

D. G. Hamilton has wired friends in La 
Salle street that the story that he had given 
an option on his City railway stock was ab- 
solutely without foundation. Presumably 
his denial applies also to the shares of the 
Hoxie estate, which Mr. Hamilton repre- 
sents. 

It is the policy of the New York interests 
in Union Traction to purchase City railway 
shares at a price. But an influential friend 
of the Union Traction people said yesterday 
that nothing was doing in the reorganization 
plans. He said the decision of the ninety- 
nine year act was being awaited, and until 
that should be rendered, there was no basis 
for action on which to raise money. 


Chicago Terminal Issues Weak. 

Chicago Terminal Transfer bonds grew 
weak yesterday and shortly thereafter the 
preferred stock began to decline. A rumor 
was credited to Butler Brothers to the effect 
that a receiver would be asked for. 

Locally nothing of importance was learned. 
It was doubted, however, that interest due 
in July on the bonds would be defaulted. 
One year ago there was some talk in the 
stock market about default on the interest 
then due, but it was paid as usual. 


Cuban Bonds. 

The New York: bond houses which have 
underwritten the Cuban loan’ issued an- 
nouncements yesterday to the effect that sub- 
scriptions were coming in freely. Only a 
moderate amount of interest has been mani- 
fested locally as yet in the loan. 


Our Gold Helps Europe. 

' The $59,000,000 gold which has been shipped 
to Paris since April 7 is to perform a useful 
function in Burope. The Loadon Statist, in 
discussing the movement in its issue of May 
14, says that if the shipments go (as they 
did)— 

“They will make money plentiful in Eu- 
rope and thus will apply a powerful stimulus 
to the recovery in business that has happily 
set in. Our readers are aware that both 
Russia and Japan have successfully floated 
loans, and it is also known to them that new 
domestic issues in considerable number and 
for considerable amounts are being brought 
out in Paris. It is also a matter of common 
knowledge that we shall have large issues in 
this country. And it is notorious that the 
colonial governments and the municipalities 
would gladly borrow on a considerable scale. 
' * Now, if the shipments of gold from New 
York are on the scale that at present seems 
probable, the means of making the loans to | 
Russia and Japan, to the department of the 
Seine and other local governmentsin France, 
and for various public purposes here at home 
wil be provided. It is likely, moreover, that 
in spite of the loan which Russia is raising in 
France, the Russian government will have 
to remit gold to western Hurope. For the 
moment it is understood that the proceeds 
of a loan will not be withdrawn from Paris. 
They will be left there, it is said, to make 
perfectly sure that the means of paying the 
interest upon the Russian debt held abroad 
is already provided.”

REPORT ON CROP CONDITIONS. 
Central Mississippi Valley Has Had Too 


Much Rain—General Outlook 
Promising. 


Washington, D. C., May 24.—The following 


is a summary of the weekly crop reports of 
the weather bureau: — 


Frosts,, more or less damaging, occurred on the 


16th and 17th in the lake region, upper Ohio val- 
ley, and middle Atlantic states. 


Corn planting has advanced favorably, except 


in portions of the central Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys, where it has been prevented by wet soil. 
In Iowa, Nebraska, and Kansas planting is nearly 
completed, but in Missouri it is cnly about one- 
half finished. In the Ohio valley this work has 
been delayed. In the central and east gulf states 
corn is small and backward. 


Winter wheat has advanced favorably in Ne- 


braska and Kansas and generally in Missouri. 
Improvement is reported from Illinois, Michigan, 
and Ohio, where, however, the condition of the 
crop is poor. In the middle Atlantic states the 
crop has made satisfactory progress. , 


Spring wheat seeding is practically finished, ex- 


cept in North Dakota. In southern Minnesota, 
Montana, and on the north Pacific coast rain is 
needed. 


The general outlook for oats is promising. 
Cotton continues backward, low-night tempera- 
tures being detrimental. Improved stands are re- 


ported in portions of the central and eastern dis- 


tricts. - 

The transplanting of tobacco has been delayed 
by dry weather in Kentucky, but more than half 
the crop has been set in North Carolina. Planting 


has begun in Virginia and Pennsylvania. 


Except in the east gulf states the outlook for 
peaches continues poor, but the prospects for 


apples and other fruits are promising.

PAYORS FREE VESSELS. 


~ Believes Export Tax on All Prod- 
ucts Would Help, but Sees

New York.. May 24.—[Special.J—A direct 
Ship subsidy was declared a costly and use- 
less expenditure of government money by 
J. J. Hill today, who advocated free ships 
and an export bounty instead. ; 

. The president of the Great Northern rail- 
way and the Northern Securities company 
~ was giving his views on the subject to the 
‘eongressional committee on merchant ma- 
rine. He said that a merchant marine could 
be built up by subsidies, but once built up 
it would not stick unless the extremely 
‘costly payments were kept up, which would 
mean a loss to the government. 

The way to get a merchant marine quick- 
dy, he said, was to admit foreign built ships 
free. 

“ The first thing necessary,” said Mr. Hill, 
*is to create a desire in the people of this 
country to own ships. It is a purely com- 
mercial question. If there is a profit in it 
people will engage in it; if a loss, it isa 
question how long people will stick. But I 
believe that no amount of direct bonuses 
will build it into a life worth living. 


Country Needs a Market. 

2 “What the country wants is a market. 
Outside of our agricultural products, cotton, 
grain, oil, there are few things we can ex- 
port because cost of production is so high. 
We cannot sell them. If we could carry 
those products in our own bottoms it would 
wee a source of great profit. - 

“They can build ships in England much 
cheaper than here. Citizens of other coun- 
triés have owned ships for the last forty 
years to a greater extent than we. 

“TI have had expérience in building two 
ships—the largest freight carriers in the 
world—and I don’t want any more. I would 
rather undertake to build 1,000 miles of rail- 
road than two ships. It has taken four years 
instead of two, what through strikes and 
other delays. | 


Subsidy Plan Not a Good One.

TO DROP INELIGIBLE MEMBERS. 


Chicago Underwriters’ Association Is 
Weeding Out Its List—D. D. Healy 
One of Those Forced Out. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association 
through its executive committee is attempt- 
ing to bring all members of the association 
within the rules as to eligibility of member- 
ship. One rule requires every member of a 
firm to be engaged solely in the insurance 
business or making it his chief occupation, 
The executive committee ruled that D. D. 
Healy of Frank F. Holmes & Co. was not 
eligible, as he was engaged in the coal bro- 
kerage and fire engine supply business. Mr. 
Healy has resigned from the association 
apd has withdrawn from the firm. The com- 
mittee is also investigating the status of 
Carl Moll, a member of the firm of W. B. 
Rollo & Son. The committee also expresses 
the belief that J. A. Wallerand F.C. Waller, 
members of the firm of Edwin Waller & Co., 
are not eligible under the rules. 

The committee also intends to apnly the 
rule which limits class 1 members to charter 
members or those having the sole or first 
agency of a company, or those who are Cook 
county or western managers. 


The trial of Frank F. Holmes & Co., charged 
with rebating In placing the Cook county insur- 
ance, will take place tomorrow. The executive 
committee has not yet accepted the resignation 
of D. D. Healy as a member of the firm, although 
early in the month the secretary demanded his 
resignation on the ground that he was ineligible. . 
He resigned before the referee was selected for 
the trial. Mr. Holmes, now conducting the agency 
alone, holds that he is not responsible for the 
acts of the old firm, and that the executive com- 
mittee in demanding Mr. Healy’s resignation 
ipso facto accepted it. | 

The leading agents of the Northwestern Mutual 
Life in Illinois, under the jurisdiction of Kim- 
ball & Norton, managers, held a convention in 
Chicago this week. The agents at the business 
meeting discussed plans for extending the busi- 
ness. Charles Fachs presided. A trip was taken 
down the drainage canal and later a banquet was 
given at the Grand Pacific hotel at which Charles 
Dyer Norton acted as toastmaster. Among the 
speakers were E. D. Hulbert, .president of the 
Bankers’ club; John Maynard Harlan, and H. 
8. Norris of Milwaukee, superintendent of agents 
of the company. 


Assistant W. G. Whilden of the Prus- 
sian National addressed the meeting of the Fire 
Insurance club of Chicago last evening on ‘“‘ Char- 
acteristic Companies.’’ Mr. Whilden gave a his- 
torical review of fire insurance, telling some of 
the peculiarities of the first companies engaged 
in the business. He then took up each of the lead- 
ing general agency companies in business today, 
giving its distinguishing traits and interesting 
phases. 

Managers of insurance companies that have re-. 
cently paid the loss on the Warner Sugar Re- 
finery company at Waukegan were interested in 
the report published that a bomb had been found 
near the plant, the theory being that the recent 
explosion and fire were caused by some one en- 
deavoring. to destroy the plant. The supposed 
bomb on investigation during the day turned out 
to be a dry storage battery that formed a part 
of a cireular *lectric lantern used by watchmen 
who guard the refinery. 

Inspectors and underwriters witnessed a test 
yesterday morning at the Logan Square terminus 
ef thé Metropolitan elevated wherein the Nott 
Fire Engine company of Indianapolis had on 
exhibition an engine car with two tanks holding 
115 gallons each, one filled with chemicals and 
the other with water. The apparatus is to be 
used in extinguishing fires originating in the 
stations or structure of elevated roads. The 
tanks are roofed, each being connected with two 
one inch hose. A pressure of 100 pounds was 
produced in the beginning, which was kept up 
to 75 pounds for six minutes, throwing a stream 
seventy-five feet. An exhibition of speed was 
also made.

HOST IS FOR FAIR TAXATION. 


Wisconsin Commissioner Says It Is Un- 
reasonable to Impose 2 Per Cent 
on Gross Income. 


Madison, Wis., May 24.—[ Special. ]—Insurance 
Commissioner Host today issued his report on fire 
and marine insurance for the year 1903, the feature 
being his suggestion in regard to taxation of fire 
companies. He says: 

* Taxation of fire companies should not only be 
equal but fair and reasonable, and I therefore rec- 
ommend that the law be so amended that the 
license fee for transacting the business of fire 
insurance shall be 8 per cent of the gross income, 
lees reinsurance and actual losses incurred and 
paid during the preceding year. 

‘*It is an unreasonable provision in the law of 
this state to impose as a license fee a 2 per cent tax 
on the gross income. The gross income is made 
up of aggregate premiums paid by those insured. 
A large part of this is returned for fire losses; 
another part goes to agents as compensation for 
services, and, where there is reinsurance of part 
of the risk assumed, a tax on gross income im- 
poses a double tax on that part of the premium 
paid for reinsurance. 

** On the whole the business of fire insurance was 
conducted with unusually favorable results during 
1908, the year being the most prosperous of any 
for many years. Undoubtedly the profits made 
have been completely absorbed by’ losses incurred 
since Jan. 1 last, but these, I am glad to say, have 
not materially affected the financial condition of 
= companies transacting business tn Wiscon- 
sin. 

In regard to the amount of business done In Wis- 
consin the report says: 

‘The amount of business written in Wisconsin 
by stock fire marine and mutual fire insurance 
companies during the year 19038 was $442,822, 478, 
of which $7,370,898 was received as premiums, and 
upon which $3,411,182 was paid for losses, making 
the ratio of losses paid to premiums received 46.27 
per cent. The ratio of expense to premiums was 
87.11 per cent, which indicates that the losses paid 
and ex incurred amounted to 83.38 per cent 
of the premiums received.”’

EXECUTION BAR TO RECOVERY. 


Pennsylvania Court Holds Public Policy 
Forbids Payment of Life Insurance, 
No Matter What the Cause. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 24.—Judge Ralston today 
delivered an opinion refusing judgment in a suit 
by the executors of Robert Kirkpatrick against the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company upon a poli- 
cy containing a clause that if Fitzpatrick within 
one year from the issue died by his own hand or 
act the company would not be liable for a greater 
sum than thespremiums. Kirkpatri¢k was con- 
victed of murder and executed. The company in 
the meanwhile continued to receive prefniums, and 
upon his death contended that plaintiff could not 
recover. The court says: ‘‘ We consider that 
upon grounds of public policy the law of Pennsyl- 
vania forbids a recovery upon a policy where the 
insured has been executed for crime, whether the 
policy contains a clause upon the subject or not.’’

The opening session of the eighth annual con- 
vention of the National Fire Protection associa- 
tion, held today at the New York board rooms, 

as well attended. After the president's address 
the executive committee submitted an interesting 
statement of the progress made in various lines. 
Reports were read by the secretary and treasurer, 
the latter showing the association to be in good 
financial condition. A committee was ap 
to nominate officers and members of the executive 
committee for the ensuing year. 


The committee to whom was referred the sub 
of @ memorial notice on the death of Capt. Will- 
iam H. Stratton at his home in Hartford, Conn., 
Aug. 13,. 1903, has presented a brief summary of 
his career and work in the association, concluding 
with the following resolutions, which were 
adepted: 

** Whereas, Capt. Willlam H. Stratton by his 
long and diligent study of fire protection and by 
his intelligence and active cojperation in secur- 
ing many important improvements in fire ex- 
tinguishing and safety devices, gained the respect 
of his associates and by uniform kindness and 
conscientious performance of duty @s a colaborer 
won our admiration and titude, and as a geni- 
al friend secured our affection, 

** Resolved, That by his death this association 
loses an officer whose memory will be ever cher- 
ished as one who always was earnest, cheerful, 
energetic, enthusiastic, and conscientious, and 
active In all work for the association, and fully 
devoted to its best interests; 

“‘ Resolved, That we pince on our minutes thig 
record of our appreciation of his excellent quali- 
ties, our affection for him as a friend, our recog- 
nition of his valuable and faithful services as 
chairman of our executive committee, and as a- 
member of various important committees of this 
association.’’ 

The proposed amendments to articles of the as- 
sociation were taken up, and after some discus- 
sion were adopted with slight changes. 

Chairman H. A. Fiske of the committee on spe- 
cial hazards made an interesting report, in which 
he said in part: ' 

“The tendency throughout the country is to- 
wards schedule rating, and, as all schedules are 
based on the standard, it becomes necessary to 
have standards for .special hazards, just as we 
have standards for construction and fire protection. 
While some such standards exist today, many of 
them are far from complete or satisfactory, and 
elso not sufficiently in detail to be of the greatest 
value. It is not feasible to have all hazards taken 
out of the manufacturing risk, and we should be 
able to tell the manufacturer how to reduce his 
hazard and protect against it as much as possible 
rather than simply say the hazard must be taken 
out of the butiding. For instance, we should 
have a standard of construction and protection 
for a large and important class of hazards known 
as textile stock dryers for various grinding haz- 
ards, dustrooms, Japan ovens, sawdust vaults, 
stock blowing, or conveying systems and innumer- 
able others, and until we have such standards 
we cannot claim to have properly and completely 
covered the subject. . 

‘That the present committee has not the time 
at its disposal, even supposing it has the knowledge 
and ability to properly handle such an intricate 
subject, must be taken for granted, but that this 
entire subject should sooner or later be systemat- 
ically handled and fully treated by this associa- 
tion seems to be beyond dispute. We think full 
ciscussion of this matter in order and hope to see 
ways and means developed for accomplishing the 
desired end. 

‘Probably no single branch of the associe- 
tion work is more valuable to a field man, fire 
protection engineer, or insurance underwriter than 
the sprinkler fire record with its varied tabulations 
showing the results actually accomplished by 
sprinklers in practice. We have had reported dur- 
ing the last year 561 fires, and of these 512 were 
handled successfully by sprinklers—that is, the 
fire either was extinguished by sprinklers or 
properly held in check so as to allow easy ex- 
tinguishment by such outside ald as was at hand. 
In forty-two cases, or about 8 per cent, sprinklers 
were unsuccessful in holding the fire.’’ 

ng systems submitt is report 
following introduction: 

‘* Especial importance is placed upon the meth- 
ods employed in testing, inspecting, and main- 
taining the signaling systems. None of these sys- 
tems is sufficiently automatic to do away with the 
nécessity for periodical inspections and working 
test in all their parts. Such systems must be un- 
der supervision of a responsible person, satisfac- 
tory to the municipal authorities and underwriters, 
and having jurisdiction, who shall cause proper 
tests and inspections to be made at frequent in- 
tervals, and have general charge of all alterations 
and additions. Records of such tests and inspec- 
tions should be kept accessible to underwriters and 
Others interested.’’ 

Then followed regulations on the subject, which 
were submitted for adoption by the association. 
These were discussed at considerable length, and 
some minor amendments accepted. Argument on 
rules governing automatic fire alarm systems 
brought out the fact that “‘ trouble ’ signals fre- 
guently preceded a regular fire alarm. In the event 
of this occurring after business hours or on Sun- 
days or holidays, there is little likelihood of gain- 
ing admittance to the building to investigate. 
This, it is stated, was the case in the Hurst bailld- 
ing at Baltimore on Feb. 7, whem the “‘ trouble ”’ 
signal preceded the regular alarm. 

Chairman, F. J. McFadden reported on the in- 
vestigation and value of the steam jet as an extin- 
guishing agent. C. A. Hexamer read the report on 
theater construction and equipment. The conven- 
tion then adjourned until tomorrow.

NEWS OF RAILWAYS, 


SIGNS OF BATE WAR OVER GRAND 
ARMY ENCAMPMENT. 


Tickets to Boston to Cost One Cent a 
Mile—Differential Roads Claim Their 
83 Advantage and Michigan Central 


ney of the Great Western Trying to 
Buy the Des Moines and Fort Dodge 
Line. 


Indications point to trouble among the 
eastern railroads over rates for the Grand 
Army encampment at Boston, Mass. The 
Trunk Line and Central Passenger associa- 
tion roads a short time ago decided to grant 
a rate of 1 cent a mile, or $20.35 from Chi- 
cago to Boston and return. The regular 
standard one way rate from Chicago to Bos- 
ton is $22, and the differential rate is $19. 

Although the rate granted for the encamp- 
ment ie the lowest ever made for any occa- 
sion, the so-called differential lines want a 
still lower rate by applying the differential 
they get on first class business. The stand- 
ard lines refuse to consent to this, claiming 
that the bulk of the business would go by 
the differential lines. 

The Michigan Central has announced that 

it proposes to make as low a rate for the 
Grand Army encampment as is made by any 
other road and the Grank Trunk says its rate 
shall be nineteen-twenty-seconds of the 
Michigan Central's rate. The Erie, Nickel 
Plate, and Wabash have also given notice 
that they will insist on the same differential 
as the Grand Trunk. Unless the trunk line 
presidents take up the matter and bring 
about a settlement the Grand Army vet- 
erans stand a good chance of getting lower 
rates this year to the annual encampment 
than ever before. 


Trying to Buy a Railway. 

President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western is making efforts to get control of 
the Des Moines and Fort Dodge railway. 
Conferences recently have been held between 
President Stickney and Edwin 8. Hawley, 
president of the Minneapolis and St, Louis 
and Iowa Central railroads, at which an en- 
deavor was made to arrange for the pur- 
chase and joint operation of the line by the 
Chicago Great Western and Minneapolis and 
St. Louis. 

It is said to be Mr. Hawley’s determination 
to wrest the control of the Des Moines and 
Fort Dodge from the Rock Island. The 
fight for control is expected to culminate at 
the annual meeting June 9 at Des Moines. 

The Des Moines and Fort Dodge would 
prove a valuable acquisition for the Great 
Western. It would give the company a short 
line between Kansas City and the Twin 
Cities and also between St. Paul and Omaha. 


Electric Road to Indianapolis. 


One of the most important enterprises yet 
undertaken in the way of electric railway 
building in Indiana has been put under way 
by the Chicago and Northern Indiana rail- 
road a few days ago filing articles of in- 
corporation in Indianapolis. It is the In- 
tention of this company to build an electric 
railway from Chicago to Indianapolis over 
a private right of way. The nominal capital 
stock named in the incorporation papers is 
$25,000, but it is said that millions are back 
of the project. One of the promoters of the 
company says. the road proposes to operate 
in competition with the steam roads and 
that it will be equipped with standard pas- 
senger cars and Pullman sleepers. 


Railway Notes. 

The Grand Trunk yesterday announced that it 
will meét the competition of the Wabash and 
Canadian Pacific railroads in.the matter of low 
rates to points in eastern Canada by authorizing 
similar rates to all stations on and north of its 
lines from Windsor. 

Western roads are voting on a proposition to run 
special coach excursions to St. Louls Thursday, 
June 2, and by trains due in St. Louis by noon the 
following day. These excursions are proposed be- 
cause of Missouri day at the exposition.

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WEDDING VOW HAS CRITIC 


(MRS. CHANDLER DECLARES IT 


“DOES NOT SANCTIFY. 


Sngaker Before Women Asserts There 
Is Much to Be Taught in Regard to 
Marriage, and That Ignorant Union 
«“ Ends in Divorce, and Ought To ”— 
Pleads for Moral Instructions in the 
Schools—Bishop McLaren Names 
Fotar Requisites. 


The divorce evil, the discussion of which 
has occupied the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly at Buffalo during the last two days, 
was brought up in Chicago yesterday at two 
r@igious gatherings on the west side. 

Mrs: Lucinda B. Chandler, honorary vice 
president of the IlMnois Woman's Press as- 
sociation, who was a guest of the peace and 
arbitration committee of the Woman's Chris- 
tlan Temperance union, said that no doubt 
the Presbyterian ministers were acting con- 
scientiously in their decision not to marry 
any person divorced for other than scriptural 
reasons, but that they were mistaken in con- 
sidering the marriage vow a sacred institu- 


Declares Vow Is Not Sacred. 


“The ceremony.” she declared, “ does not 
—-notify the marriage relation. There is 
ch to be taught in regard to marriage, 
and an ignorant marriage ends in divorce, 
and ought to. The wedding ceremony is a 
mere form, and the sanctity lies in the true 
relations of the contracting parties. 
Mrs. Chandler, who has devoted several 
to the establishment in the public 
high schools of “ moral educational associa- 
tions’ and social purity classes, says she 
abandoned the work because unable to find 
m capable successor. ‘“‘If these classes,” 
she said, “ had received encouragement from 
the school boards and the principals, they 
would have instructed the boys and girls 
at the proper age regarding the responst- 
bilities of parenthood. The high school 
pupils are of the age when it is best for 
them to understand these things, and if the 
board of education in Chicago had not 
frowned on the associations we should have 


had fewer unhappy .marriages.” 


Bishop Cites Four Requisites. ' 
Bishop McLaren, in his Episcopa! address 


. before the sixty-seventh convention of the 


diocese of Chicago at the Cathedral] of 88. 
Peter and Paul, which was read by Bishop 
Coadjutor Anderson, stated that there would 
be no divorce question “if the men and 
women who entered into the holy estate did 
so with reverence, discretion, and sobriety, in 
the fear of God.” 

“Tf the Holy Ghost,” he said, “ were in 
control of domestic relations there would be 
no necessity for divorce." 


Bishop Ill; May Give Up Work. 

Bishop McLaren’s absence, the second in 
the twenty-seven years since his elevation to 
the bishopric, was due to ill health. It js 
doubtful whether he ever wil] return to ac- 
tive duties in Chicago. The convention sent 
the following telegram to the bishop, at 
Point Pieasant, N. J.:
